I mentioned earlier, from the prices es marked on the back of each, if 
desired. Oh yes, here are two of the fractionals of the 1863 emission. 

The T-ll is the same as illustrated in Criswell's book, with the 
inked writing. I certainly am sorry to learn of the disintegration of your 
notes. Were they in the newer type of holders, made in Japan? So many 
of these have been used lately; I think the basic problem causing the 
disintegration might have been the storage in a bank box, and the use of 
certain inks in those days. 

The SPMC will reimburse you for the photos you have made for 
the Kansas list, or any others, for that matter. My only reason in having 
some of the work done locally, was the most reasonable cost to the Society, 
averaging about 55>: per print, and retention of the negatives es well. 1 
realize this is not feasible, however, especially when it comes to shipping 
rare notes through the mail, for the monetary loss is negligible- the notes 
cannot be replaced in many cases! 

The Nebraska book was well done, although I'm terribly disappointed 
that Jim McKee did not accede to my wish that he publish it in the same 
size as our other books, but is an inch larger all around! I have also done 
what x could to have the - L owa boys follow my suggestion in this matter, but of 
course, I have no authority when the books are done independently! 

-l can only imagine the amount of work involved in preparations for 
the forthcoming big week in St. houis, and 1 believe it will be a good 
convention for many reasons.

Thank you for your letter of April 26 in regards to Hoober's article "Emer- 
gency Currency of 1893." 

Yes, Paul Garland did write, not to me but to Adna Wilde., in regards to the 
lead article of the January Numismatist. Adna gave me the letter and I 
answered Paul Garland. Not hearing further from him, I assumed that my 
answer must have been satisfactory. 

I am sure that you will concede that it is impossible for any editor to 
know offhand of every single article that has been published on the subject 
of numismatics, especially when this came from a book that is not even in 
the ANA Library. Nor is it correct to state that every one of the pictures 
appearing in that article was taken from the 1895 article. It may be only a 
small point, but the panic scene on the floor of the New York Exchange during 
the Panic of 1893 is definitely not from the original article. 

I cannot deny that Hoober borrowed very heavily from the original article, 
but there is also mention and comparisons with the Panic of 1907-1908 and 
the Great Depression of the early 1930s. Neither of which could have pos- 
sibly appeared in print in 1895. 

Nor can it be denied that the illustrations of the scrip came from this 1895 
article and there should have been a credit line for the source of the illus- 
trations. But when these were first submitted to me, there was no way of 
knowing either, they were from his collection or not. The article as submitted 
did not contain a bibliography. 

The name of Richard T. Hoober, ANA 9302, is one that is well recognized in 
the hobby as an authority on early currency. He has had countless articles 
published in The Numismatist , not only under my editorship but under that of 
previous editors as well. Although his article does border on the fringes of 
plagiarism, I never for one minute believed that such a recognized authority 
would stoop to such deception. It is for that reason that I accepted the

article at faith and so published it. Technically, the man has not 
violated any copyright laws in that material published in 1895, pictures 
included, are no longer protected by any copyrights and can be so used. 
This applies to the basic information in the article, which is a para- 
phrase of the original, but he did have the moral responsibility of indi- 
cating his source. 

Your letter of April 26 is rather strong and I am sure that you are not 
trying to imply that I would purposely omit either credit or citation 
given to an original source by an author. The article appeared exactly 
as submitted with the exception of the embellishment on the title page. 

If you wish, I will publish your letter in the "Letters From Members" 
column and an editor’s note should lay the cards right on the line as to 
the original source.
